Superintending School Committee.

District No. 1. 


Stephen 8. Hersey, Prudential Committee. Miss Mary O. 
Taylor, teacher of Summer and Winter terms. A very quiet 
and orderly school, where the united efforts of teacher and 
scholars, made the school a decided success. 


Disrricr No. 2. 


John Perkins, Prudential Committee. Summer term taught 
by Miss Carrie P. Taylor, who performs her duty in a very quiet 
and pleasant manner, thereby gaining the good will of her pupils. 
Some fine small scholars here, who, with the older members of 
tle school, at the close, did credit to themselves and their teacher. 

Winter term, Miss Eliza A. Flanders, teacher. In amount of 
experience this teacher ranks first in town. Her manner of in- 
struction was thorough and systematic, seeking to interest and 
instruct those committed to her charge by questions aside from 
those in text-books. Improvement, fair; order not so good as 
desirable. 


Disrricr No. 3. 


Otis S. Sanborn, Prudential Committee, and teacher of the 
Fall term. The scholars were interested, and did all in their 
_ power to make the term pleasant and profitable. 

Winter term by Miss Ella Woodman. This is the third year 
in succession that this teacher has been employed by this dis- 
trict, giving as good satisfaction as any preceeding year. Pro- 
gress, both terms, good.

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District No. 4. 


Oliver Calef, Prudential Committee. Miss Laura A. Hill, 
teacher of Summer term. ‘Though young and inexperienced she 


maintained good order. There was a lack of thoroughness in 


most of the classes, especially those in Written Arithmetic, where 
they had been allowed to pass over more than they really under- 
stood. This district was so unfortunate as to secure my services 
during the Winter term. The respect that was shown me by 
these scholars, and the cheerful obedience rendered to the rules 
of school, by most of them, were truly commendable. Some of 
them did not improve their time as well as they ought, while 
others were remarkable for their diligence. I think the District 
do not regard this term as an entire failure. 


District No. 5. 


Tra Woodman, Prudential Committee. Miss Ella Woodman, 
teacher of Summer term. Miss Alice Woodman, teacher of 
Winter term. These teachers conduct a school very much alike. 
Good order and thoroughness of instruction were characteristic 
of both terms. Both teachers labored hard for the welfare® of 
their pupils, and with an easy way of gaining their ‘affections, 


had no difficulty in accomplishing that desired end, a good school. — 


District No. 6. 


Joseph P. Sanborn, Prudential Committee. Fall term by 
Miss Alice Woodman. A small school, made interesting by ad- 
ditions from other districts, and an interesting teacher made the 
school very profitable. The scholars, at the end of the term, 
showed that they had made a wise use of their time. 


District No. 7. 


Samuel Taylor, Prudential Committee. Miss Addie M. Brown, 
teacher of both terms. This teacher used her best efforts and 
seemed desirous that the school should prosper under her in- 
struction, and succeeded, in a measure. Order, imperfect.

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District No. 8. 


Edwin L. Hackett, Prudential Committee. Josie V. Kimball, 
teacher of Summer term. <A good degree of interest was mani- 
fested by the teacher and most of the scholars. Order, fair ; im- 
provement, all that could be expecteed in aterm of only six weeks. 

Winter term by Miss Ella A. Brown. An experienced and 
successful teacher, who conducted this school in a manner to se- 
cure good order and fine progress. 


District No. 9. 


Curtis B. Burley, Prudential Committee. Fall term taught 
by Miss Carrie P. Taylor. Some excellent scholars in this school. 
The largest number of small scholars found in any district in 
town, requiring much patience on the part of their teacher. 
The general progress of the school was satisfactory. 


District No. 10. 

George Adams, Prudential Committee. Summer and Winter 
terms by Miss Annie A. Shaw. Intellectual Arithmetic and 
Grammar classes excelled in improvement. The general ap- 
pearance of this school, so far as order, discipline and duties of 
the teacher were concerned, was very good. 


District No. 11. 


Kinsley H. Batchelder, Prudential Committee. Miss Lavona 
M. Thompson, teacher of both terms. Though the youngest 
teacher in town, yet she conducted this school ina manner be- — 
coming a veteran teacher, and gave entire satisfaction to all . 
concerned. ‘This school was taught in an old building, not 
worth the name of school house, in a location comparing well 
with the building. 


Districr No. 12. 


Mark Piper, Prudential Committee. Two terms by} Miss Sa- 
rah P. Comerford. The united efforts of parents, teacher and 
scholars made this, in every respect, a model school. At the

close it was very evident that there had been thorough instruc- 
tion given in the various branches. Rhetorical exercises and 


music aided in making the examination the most interesting of 
any in town. 


District No. 1%. 


Luther Plummer, Prudential Committee. Fali term only.— — 


Miss Mary E. Huse, teacher. Five scholars only, were present 
at either visit ; two others attended two weeks... One of the most 
advanced scholars of the town was found in this school. This 
teacher discharged her duty faithfnlly ; the order and improve- 
ment were commendable. If a few scholars could be imported 


into this district, it would add greatly to the interest and value — 


of the school.. 


Districr No. 16. 


David Shaw, Prudential Committee. Fall term taught by — 


Miss Clara E. Proctor. This was her first attempt at teaching, 


and success crowned her efforts to some extent. One scholar — 


made the most rapid improvement in Mental Arithmetic, any-— 


where noticed. Winter term taught by Miss Mary L. Parker, 
who labored earnestly to interest her pupils, and most of them 
labored with her and were much profited by her instruction. 


There have been twenty-six schools in Town the past year, all 
of which have been visited and reported, excepting a short term — 


in District No. 16, which was in session during the last of March 
and the first of April, taught by Miss Mary L. Parker. None 


of the terms have proved failures. The ‘Roll of Honor” insti- _ 
tuted by your Committee last year, has increased, and is this © 
year appended to this report, with the feeling that every step — 


should be taken that leads to encourage prompt and punctual — 


: 


attendance, and thus lessen the vexation of teachers, and be a — 


lasting benefit to the scholars themselves. Parents are greatly — 


é 


responsible for such attendance as well as the prosperity of our —

schools in every other respect. They should visit the school- 
room often and become personally acquainted with the teacher 
and theschool. But instead of this, many conceive it their duty 
+o keep aloof of the school-room, and when they have occasion— 
and very often, when they have none—find fault before their 
_ children with the school and its management, when they have 
no actual knowledge of either. This not only ruins the school, 
but has a tendency to ruin the children. As a large proportion 
of the scholars of our Town will receive all their education in 
the Common Schools , let them be made as nearly perfect as our 
means will admit.
